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TO  THE  COLLECTOR

It  is  natural  for  human  beings  to  have  their  own  private  dream  worlds  in  which  all 
the  problems,  anxieties  and  inequalities  of  this  one  do  not  exist.  Even  Editors  have  their 
dreams.  We  dream  of  being  able  to  deliver  the  Review  in  a nicely  balanced  rhythm 
throughout  the  year.  Then  we  wouldn’t  have  to  write  apologetic  letters  to  eager  sub- 
scribers waiting  for  their  issues,  or  apologetic  Editorials  like  this  one.  There  is  no  use 
belaboring  the  point,  but  we  are  late  again  because  we  have  had  to  cope  with  two 
Public  Auction  Sale  catalogues.  If  any  one  feels  inclined  to  say,  “So  What?’’,  we 
suggest  that  he  come  around  the  next  time  we  have  an  Auction  Catalogue  flurry.  We’ll 
put  him  to  work.  He  wouldn’t  be  paid  anything  for  the  work,  of  course,  because  we 
figure,  what  with  all  the  education  he’d  get,  it  would  only  be  decent  of  him  to  pay  us. 

The  Editor  has  always  been  proud  of  the  quality  of  the  articles  he  has  been  able  to 
publish  in  the  Review.  He  feels  they  are,  by  and  large,  informative  and  sometimes 
amusing.  Few  have  been  the  obvious  rehash  of  the  obvious,  written  by  the  undereducated 
for  the  uneducated.  We  take  pleasure,  therefore,  in  calling  your  attention  to  a most 
unusual  contribution  in  this  issue,  by  a Gentleman  of  Distinction  who  wishes  to  remain 
anonymous.  He  has  written  about  the  Archeological  side  of  our  national  coinage,  a much 
neglected  field.  Some  of  the  ideas  he  presents  may  be  quite  new  to  most  of  our  readers. 
In  the  course  of  his  observations  he  makes  a contribution  to  numismatic  knowledge  of 
an  importance  seldom  before  equaled  in  any  publication  dealing  with  coins.  We  refer 
to  the  origin,  in  this  country,  of  the  motto,  “E  PLURIBUS  UNUM”. 

For  the  first  time  we  have  published  a selection  of  letters  sent  in  by  our  readers. 
As  we  indicated,  one  of  the  difficulties  in  the  past  has  been  the  total  absence  of  editorial 
mail.  By  the  time  you  are  making  yourself  acquainted  with  the  views  of  some  of  your 
fellow  readers,  many  of  them  will  have  received  individual  replies  from  the  Editor.  We 
mention  this  simply  because  when  the  letters  were  received  they  were  placed  on  file, 
or  in  cold  storage,  until  the  Auction  pressure  mentioned  above  had  eased,  and  we  could 
devote  our  time  to  the  literary  end  of  getting  out  the  Review. 

A dedicated  Collector  stopped  in  the  Office  last  week.  He  seemed  interested  in 
acquiring  coins.  In  some  cases  he  wanted  duplicates  in  certain  series  for  a collecting 
friend  and  for  his  own  trading  activities  at  the  local  Club.  In  the  course  of  one  session 
we  told  him  about  one  of  the  basic  economic  laws  of  the  Rare  Coin  business.  Quite 
frankly,  he  expected  a discount  because  of  the  nature  and  quantity  of  his  purchases. 
While  discussing  this  matter  we  observed  that  in  our  field  such  discounts  didn’t  exist 
for  all  practicable  purposes.  In  fact  things  sometimes  operate  in  reverse.  One  coin  was 
cheaper  than  a quantity.  The  more  the  customer  wanted  in  duplicate  the  higher  the 
unit  price  per  coin.  After  all,  we  can’t  manufacture  the  merchandise  and  the  search  for 
additional  pieces  causes  additional  expense.  He  said  he  found  the  Editor’s  comment  quite 
informative.

I’m  just  about  convinced  that  it  is  a waste  of  time  to  order  nice  material  from  the 
Galleries.

The  Colonel  has  put  his  finger  on  a detail  and  a problem.  We  will  take  care  of  the 
detail  by  putting  the  New  York  City  Area  Code  212  on  the  front  cover  of  future  issues. 
Since  the  Editor  never  has  to  call  New  York  from  out  of  town,  he  quite  overlooked 
the  Code  number. 

The  problem  is  something  else  again,  and  the  writer  can  take  whatever  comfort 
there  is  in  not  being  alone.  Frankly,  we  have  been  aware  of  the  difficulty  for  some  time 
and  regret  to  say  we  are  not  sure  what  to  do  about  it.  First  let  us  say  that,  as  a matter 
of  custom,  we  do  not  show  coins  from  a list  about  to  appear  in  the  Review  to  the  casual 
visitor  who  walks  into  the  Galleries.  We  feel  that  the  Collector  from  the  great  wide  open 
spaces  in  this  country,  who  can’t  get  to  New  York  very  often,  needs  to  have  his  interests 
protected  and  given  a fair  chance  to  get  the  coins  he  needs.  And  most  of  our  coins  are 
sold  outside  Metropolitan  New  York.  Of  course,  when  there  is  only  one  coin,  somebody 
is  going  to  get  it,  to  the  discomfort  of  somebody  else. 

As  we  see  it,  the  real  trouble  stems  from  the  unequal  distribution  of  the  Review 
in  the  U.  S.  Mail.  The  publication  is  sent  out  by  the  printer  in  pre-addressed  envelopes. 
It  seems  logical  that  a man  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  would  get  his  in  a few  days,  whereas  it 
would  take  much  longer  for  a copy  to  get  to  Houston,  Texas.  Unfortunately,  logic 
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doesn’t  work.  Sometimes  the  man  in  Newark  doesn’t  get  his  Review  for  two  weeks,  but 
the  one  mailed  to  Houston  arrives  three  days  later.  When  the  New  Jersey  Collector 
telephones  and  finds  his  coin  gone  he  is  even  more  aggrieved,  living  as  near  the  source 
as  he  does,  than  the  Texas  Collector,  even  though  the  call  costs  less. 

It  might  just  be  possible  to  divide  the  pre-addressed  envelopes  into  geographical 
groups,  so  that  those  going  to  the  West  Coast,  for  example,  would  be  sent  out  first  and 
those  to  the  East  Coast  a few  days  later.  In  any  case  we  will  look  into  this  although 
it  might  well  be  that  technicalities  and  labor  costs  would  not  make  such  an  arrangement 
feasible.  — THE  EDITOR. 


Dear  Sir: 

I have  one  basic  misunderstanding  of  The  Numismatic  Review  which  I think  is 
essential  for  all  readers  of  your  publication  to  understand. 

Over  the  years  of  collecting  numismatic  material,  a collector  will  come  across 
opinions  on  degrees  of  rarity.  The  Numismatic  Review  is  one  of  them.  Yet,  it  does  not 
give  a scale  for  the  rarity.  If  the  Numismatic  Review  quotes  a coin  as  “rare”,  all  well 
and  good.  BUT  as  you  look  through  all  the  editions  of  the  Numismatic  Reviews  you 
will  come  across  the  word  “rare”  in  three  different  types,  such  as  “rare”  in  small  type, 
“Rare”  in  medium  and  “RARE”  in  bold  type.  The  different  size  of  type  also  occurs  in 
the  words,  “very  rare,”  “extremely  rare,”  “scarce,”  “very  scarce,”  and  “extremely  scarce.” 

As  an  example,  look  into  the  Volume  5,  No.  1,  of  the  Numismatic  Review.  On  pages 
31  - A366,  34  - A420  and  47  - A641,  you  will  see  the  words,  “extremely  rare”  in  three 
types.  Also,  look  at  the  price  of  each  coin.  Almost  fifteen  hundred  dollars  difference 
between  the  bold  type  and  medium  type  of  lettering. 

Therefore,  the  Coin  Galleries  must  use  a scale  of  rarity  of  some  sort  in  their 
operation  of  selling  coins.  Please  let  all  the  readers  of  the  Numismatic  Review  under- 
stand the  misunderstanding  of  degrees  of  rarity  in  your  publication.

While  we  understand  the  writer’s  perplexity,  we  feel  that  the  concept  of  “degrees 
of  rarity”  is  not  only  too  modern,  but  cannot  apply  to  many  of  the  coins  offered  in  the 
Review.  It  has  only  been  in  recent  years  that  the  general  Numismatic  market  has  become 
obsessed  with  tables  of  rarity,  generally  based  on,  and  applying  to,  modern  issues.  It  is 
possible  to  take  Mint  records  and  discover  that  a certain  Canadian  coin,  for  example, 
had  a low  mintage  for  a certain  year.  But  there  are  no  such  records  generally  available 
for  most  coins.  It  is  true  that  certain  European  issues  from  the  Renaissance  onward  are 
often  catalogued  with  designations,  R1  to  R6,  or  R to  RRRR,  but  these  references  are 
not  often  used  when  prices  are  involved. 

It  has  not  been  our  practice  in  the  Galleries  to  try  to  employ  any  particular  scale  of 
rarity.  Instead  we  have  used  the  designation  more  as  a means  of  attracting  the  reader’s 
attention  than  anything  else.  Some  coins  are  rare  and  are  not  generally  so  recognized, 
while  others  are  such  well-known  rarities  that  it  seems  hardly  worth  while  to  mention 
the  fact. 
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It  must  be  understood  that  rarity  alone  does  not  determine  the  price  of  a coin. 
Condition,  style  (in  Greek  coins)  and  particularly  the  immediate  demand  are  often  more 
important.  There  are  cases  where  certain  coins  are  so  rare  that  they  are  practically 
uncollectable,  and  therefore  command  very  low  prices  when  they  do  appear  on  the 
market.  If  the  1804  Dollar  existed  in  two  known  specimens  it  would  not  command  the 
price  it  does  today  because  there  would  be  little  Collector  competition.  To  continue  the 
comparison,  if  the  1804  Dollar  was  Bavarian  and  equally  scarce,  it  would  probably  fetch 
$36  instead  of  $36,000. 

Finally,  we  have  tried  to  bring  certain  groups  of  coins  which  are  rare  to  the 
Collector’s  attention,  even  though  they  have  not  yet  attracted  public  interest  and 
therefore  command  lower  prices  than  pieces  suffering  from  a greater  degree  of  im- 
mediate popularity.  We  do  this  sometimes  by  using  the  different  type  faces  as  in 
rare,  rare,  or  RARE.  — THE  EDITOR. 

The  Hobby 

Dear  Sir : 

In  the  latest  issue  of  the  REVIEW  you  expressed  some  dissatisfaction  at  the  lack 
of  correspondence  directed  to  you  with  opinions  about  things  in  general,  coins  and  the 
REVIEW  in  particular.  You  mentioned  having  read  in  an  English  periodical  the  editorial 
comment  concerning  the  rising  prices  of  British  numismatic  material,  due,  at  least  in 
part,  to  the  emphasis  now  being  placed  on  these  items  by  American  dealers.  I also  read 
this  and  I was  very  interested  to  see  mention  made  of  it  by  you.  Just  one  person’s 
opinion  is  that  the  whole  buying  and  selling  system  of  coins  is  an  artificial  one  which 
has  been  created  solely  by  the  dealer-to-dealer  trade.  Until  the  last  twelve  or  so  years 
the  collector  figured  in  the  price  rise,  which  was  nominal.  But  since  the  inflationary 
tactics  involving  “collecting”,  or  hoarding,  or  investing,  began,  the  dealer  himself  is  to 
blame  for  this.  Certainly  the  interest  in  collecting  has  increased  enormously,  but  I 
contend  that  the  interest  has  been  sparked  — and  in  some  cases  instigated  — solely  by 
the  wide  publicity  given  to  the  trends  in  coin  pricing,  selling,  and  dealers  quotations 
which  are  raised  periodically  to  give  themselves  a reason  for  raising  their  all-too-high 
prices.  They  are  literally  raising  themselves.  This  makes  the  small  collector  feel  like  he 
has  been  pushed  aside  in  the  stampede. 

It  is  a vicious  cycle.  And  the  latest  gimmick  of  price  quotations  by  teletype  will 
result,  I fear,  in  putting  out  of  business  the  small  dealer  who  still  caters  to  the  collector 
who  wants  one  coin  instead  of  a bag,  and  who  does  not  wish  to  have  to  pawn  the  family 
plate  to  acquire  it. 

After  having  belonged  to  a local  coin  club  in  a town  from  which  we  moved,  I con- 
tend the  situation  will  continue  for  a long  time. 

It  is  with  a great  deal  of  dismay  that  I have  noticed  the  turn  to  foreign  coins  in 
the  hot  sales  pitches  of  some  dealers  here.  They  are  trying  their  best  to  create  a demand 
and  another  artificial  market,  which  will  drive  their  prices  higher.  Foreign  coins  were  one 
of  the  few  fields  left  within  reach  of  the  youngster,  for  instance.  I have  started  several 
children  on  collections  by  giving  them  a handful  of  modern  foreign  coins.  I would  hate 
to  have  to  tell  them  about  existing  prices  of  some  of  these  coins,  if  they  attempted  to 
buy  them. 

This  is  a subject  on  which  I often  get  violent.  My  friends  know  better  than  to 
open  it.  That  the  “Collector”  and  dealers  in  this  country  are  gleaning  all  older  coins  out 
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of  circulation  is  so  well-known  that  it  is  useless  to  bring  it  up.  But  just  how  exaggerated 
our  coin  situation  is  became  real  to  me  this  summer.  During  a long  bus  ride  one  day  in 
Zurich,  I dumped  the  coins  out  of  my  purse  into  my  lap.  In  it  were  five  1-franc  pieces. 
One  was  minted  in  the  1880’s;  two  in  the  1890’s;  one  in  the  early  part  of  this  century, 
date  forgotten;  and  the  latest  was  1947.  When  was  the  time  in  the  U.  S.  A.  that  a range 
of  dates  like  that  could  be  gotten  in  change,  and  the  same  day?  And  all  readable  and 
slightly  worn? 

I always  rejoice  when  I read  that  the  editor  of  THE  NUMISMATIC  REVIEW 
deplores  these  modern  “collecting”  tactics.

Dear  Sir: 

You  will  probably  receive  many  letters  which  echo,  amplify,  modify,  and  otherwise 
repeat  the  opinions  which  you  have  expressed  several  times  in  print  and  often  in  person 
concerning  the  existence  and  effect  on  the  hobby  of  speculative  coin  buyers.  With  these 
opinions  I quite  agree.  However,  I believe  it  is  time  for  the  serious  collectors  — I might 
say,  NUMISMATISTS  — to  begin  to  substitute  action  for  words.  According  to  recent 
articles  in  several  national  magazines,  we  are  considerably  outnumbered  by  the  “non- 
numismatists”, if  I may  so  designate  all  those  to  whom  the  material  aspects  of  coin 
collecting  are  more  important  than  the  intellectual  ones.  I imagine  that  our  financial 
influence  on  coin  prices  is  correspondingly  small. 

Without,  then,  condoning  the  activities  of  speculators,  nor  recommending  that  we 
not  continue  to  make  our  viewpoint  clear,  I feel  that  we  should  also  give  considerable 
attention  to  how  to  pursue  our  hobby  satisfactorily  within  the  existing  environment. 
The  need  to  do  this  has  been  expressed  nicely  by  the  letter  (to  which  your  editorial 
referred)  published  in  an  English  Numismatic  periodical  decrying  the  effect  of  American 
buyers  on  the  market  for  English  coins  in  England,  and  by  a very  well-spoken  reply  to 
that  letter  published  in  the  same  periodical. 

Collecting  is  certainly  hindered  by  rapidly  advancing  prices.  Ideally,  of  course,  only 
those  coins  which  one  already  owned  would  advance  in  price,  with  the  others  remaining 
steady  or  dropping.  Such  selective  benefits  are  not  available  to  the  whole  coin  collecting 
fraternity.  And  besides  most  coin  prices  are  now  or  will  sooner  or  later  advance  rapidly. 
What  can  be  done  besides  complain?  The  most  obvious  solution,  frequently  advised,  is 
to  turn  to  series  which  are  not  yet  popular.  To  the  extent  that  rising  prices  force  us  to 
study  other  series,  this  is  good.  But  it  too  frequently  means  abandonment  of  much 
effort  put  into  an  existing  collection.  I know  of  several  cases  where  relatively  new 
collectors  have  lost  all  interest  because  of  the  price  puzzle. 

One  possible  benefit  of  the  current  situation  is  that  collectors  may  just  possibly  pay 
a little  more  attention  to  studying  coins  and  a little  less  to  accumulating  them.  One 
might  hope  that  as  coin  prices  advance  relative  to  prices  of  coin  books  and  periodicals, 
people  will  spend  more  on  the  literature.  I don’t  really  believe  this,  but  it  is  a hope.  Perhaps 
those  of  us  who  do  really  appreciate  the  literature  can  encourage  others  to  increase 
their  interest  in  this  part  of  the  hobby. 

I myself  have  expanded  my  interests  with  time,  but  not,  I think,  because  of  the 
market  situation.  I may  flatter  myself,  but  I think  my  interests  would  have  expanded 
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from  modern  English  silver  to  English  copper,  unofficial  coins,  hammered  issues,  pro- 
vincial issues,  etc.  etc.  regardless.  And  I don’t  feel  that  my  original  interests  have  waned 
much,  if  at  all.  I believe  that  some  other  solution  is  going  to  have  to  be  found  — pre- 
ferably several  will  be  found  — to  enable  the  serious  collectors  to  continue  their  studies 
and  pleasures  in  the  current  market  environment. 

Returning  to  the  central  question,  I want  to  suggest  a cooperative  activity  which 
may  enable  us  to  increase  our  enjoyment  of  our  hobby  and  the  fruits  of  our  efforts. 
I have  recently  taken  up  photography  of  coins,  with  fairly  good  results.  Color  slides  are 
particularly  effective  for  programs  before  coin  clubs.  I believe  they  are  also  a pretty  good 
substitute  for  examination  of  a coin.  If  a camera  was  available  which  was  especially 
designed  for  close-up  photographs  of  such  objects  as  coins,  collectors  could  collect  slides 
of  those  pieces  which  they  could  not  obtain.  Such  a camera  could  be  produced  for  a very 
reasonable  price,  I believe.  If  it  is  possible  to  produce  and  sell  at  a profit  fifty  dollar 
devices  for  scanning  bags  of  pennies  for  rare  dates  it  should  be  possible  to  produce  and 
sell  a close-up  color  slide  camera  for  less.  With  proper  design  such  a camera  could  be 
used  by  collectors  who  are  neither  interested  in  nor  skillful  in  photography. 

In  the  meantime,  I intend  to  begin  a collection  of  slides  to  supplement  my  collection 
of  coins.  I would  like  to  trade  slides  with  others  interested  in  the  same  series.  This  may 
not  be  a very  effective  solution  to  the  problem  at  hand.  It  is  certainly  no  panacea.  But 
I think  it  is  a substantial  candle  in  the  darkness.  Of  such  is  the  light  made.

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AMERICAN  NUMISMATICS  ARCHEOLOGY-WISE 
by  An  Anonymous  Gentleman  of  Distinction 

Recently  an  aging  but  spritely  archeologist  who  had  a slight  acquaintance  with 
Numismatics  spoke  before  a captive  audience  on  the  usefulness  of  coins  in  his  own 
special  field  of  knowledge.  The  historical  importance  of  coins,  he  observed,  is  something 
every  Collector  accepts  as  an  article  of  faith,  although  very  few  Collectors  ever  consider 
their  coins  in  an  archeological  context.  Perhaps  the  acid  test  of  the  ultimate  worth  of 
any  coinage  is  how  well  the  individual  issues  portray  the  essential  facts  about  the 
civilization  that  produced  them.  The  speaker  went  on  to  suggest  that  it  might  be  an 
illuminating  exercise  to  apply  the  traditionally  rigid  methods  of  interpreting  archeological 
and  Numismatic  evidence  to  our  own  current  coins,  much  as  is  now  done  to  the  coins 
of  the  Ancient  and  Medieval  worlds.  When  time  has  consumed  the  files  of  the  “New 
York  Times”  and  “Daily  News”,  and  left  only  the  faintest  traces  of  a World  cult  center 
in  Flushing  Meadows,  how  well  will  our  coins  serve  as  meaningful  artifacts  in  the 
elucidation  of  our  history  and  mores?  Or  will  the  coins  mislead  our  remote  descendants 
into  making  a number  of  quite  unjustified  assumptions  about  our  contemporary  culture 
and  political  institutions?  In  an  attempt  to  answer  these  questions  the  speaker  proceeded 
to  subject  the  coinage  of  the  United  States  to  a searching  analysis. 


The  Deified  Lincoln,  his  predecessor  as  U.  S.  Ruler,  and  the  Temple  of  his  cult. 


The  science  of  Numismatic  archeology  requires  a quantity  of  coins  found  in  hoards 
or  scattered  with  the  debris  of  a once  living  people.  Here  the  most  useful  piece  will 
undoubtedly  be  the  Cent,  which  will  be  found  in  bags,  each  coin  as  fresh  as  the  day  it 
was  minted,  and  also  sown  like  seeds  in  the  field  over  wide  areas.  These  coins  will  prove 
beyond  all  question  that  the  Ruler  of  the  United  States  in  1963  was  a bearded  man, 
with  a noble  but  rather  homely  face,  who  was  deified  in  his  lifetime,  as  the  legend 
“In  God  we  Trust”  accompanying  his  portrait  shows.  He  must  have  been  a very  old  man 
because  a full  range  of  dates  will  prove  he  succeeded  to  the  throne  in  1909  upon  the  death 
of  his  predecessor.  The  craggy  old  God  was  worshipped  in  a neo-classical  Temple  de- 
picted on  the  reverse  of  the  coin.  One  of  the  inscriptions  establishes  the  fact  that  either 
the  people  were  bilingual,  or  the  priests  who  served  the  Temple  spoke  an  undecipherable 
language  typified  by  the  now  meaningless  words,  “E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.”  A reference  to 
the  origin  of  these  words  and  their  great  historic  significance  will  be  found  below.  The 
name  of  the  God-Ruler  has  been  identified  as  Lincoln  by  an  easy  application  of  the  princi- 
ples of  cryptography  to  the  legends  on  the  piece:  L(iberty)  IN  C(ent)  0(f)  (p)L(uribus) 
(o)N(e).  The  existence  of  these  coins  in  large  hoards  of  many  thousands  of  pieces  also 
casts  an  interesting  reflection  on  the  economy  of  the  country  during  the  period  in 
question.  Quite  obviously,  the  majority  of  the  natives  were  so  poor  they  could  only 
afford  to  use  and  hoard  coins  of  the  smallest  possible  value. 
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The  God’s  predecessor  was  an  attractive  young  woman  who  habitually  wore  the 
headdress  of  a North  American  Red  Indian.  She  may  have  been  the  offspring  of  an 
Indian  father  and  a pale  faced  beauty  contest  winner  with  a classical  education.  In  any 
case  her  appearance  is  significant  in  that  it  indicates  something  extremely  important 
about  the  political  development  of  the  country  during  most  of  the  first  two  centuries 
of  its  history.  With  few  exceptions  the  form  of  Government  was  strongly  matriarchal. 
The  history  of  the  quarter  Dollar  from  1796  onward  makes  it  abundantly  clear  that  the 
head  of  state,  if  not  the  tutelary  divinity(?),  was  a female  ...  in  turn  girlish,  mature, 
buxom,  tired  (1838),  immodest,  modest,  classical  (Barbered),  statuesque,  virtuous  and 
prepared  for  all  contingencies  (1916).  She  was  not  displaced  until  1932  when  a certain  male, 
Washington  by  name,  succeeded  to  power,  but  even  he,  either  out  of  touching  deference 
to,  or  stark  fear  of,  the  First  Lady,  wore  a ribbon  in  his  hair. 

Not  all  problems  in  our  political  history  are  as  easily  solved  with  the  aid  of  numis- 
matics as  the  above  examples.  A challenging  subject  for  research  and  speculation  by  a 
future  archeologist  is  presented  by  one  aspect  of  the  evolution  of  the  dime.  After  many 
years  of  Liberty  (at  least  for  the  female)  the  privileges  and  responsibilities  of  this 
abstraction  were  eroded  by  the  introduction  of  a type  of  political  authoritarianism, 
symbolized  by  the  Roman  fasces.  Just  how  the  two  principles,  Liberty  and  Fascism,  could 
exist  side-by-side  (more  precisely  back-to-back)  is  puzzling,  but  in  any  event  this  new

development  occurred  in  1916.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  through  a die-engraver’s  error  the 
initials  AW  appear  on  the  truncation  of  the  neck;  they  should  be  WW  for  Woodrow 
Wilson,  who  ruled  at  the  time.  Still  more  puzzling  is  the  fact  that  30  years  later,  in  1946, 
Fascism  appears  to  have  been  overthrown  by  a leader  who,  according  to  independent 
archeological  and  epigraphical  testimony,  had  single-handedly  directed  the  affairs  of  state 
for  13  years.  The  enigma  is  compounded  by  the  existence  of  evidence  purporting  to  show 
that  this  ruler  took  up  the  reins  of  government  not  in  1946  but  in  1932. 

The  largest  coin  in  circulation  was  the  dollar,  and  that  denomination,  judging  by 
hoard  and  findspot  evidence,  was  used  almost  exclusively  by  the  rich  in  certain  oases  in 
the  Far  West.  Preserved  scraps  of  written  testimony  seem  to  point  to  the  fact  that  it 
was  invented  by  a certain  J.  Pierpont  Morgan,  a plutocrat  in  the  service  of  the  govern- 
ment, who  handed  out  uncirculated  specimens  to  indigent  but  deserving  youths  in  an  ef- 
fort to  win  popularity  for  the  regime.  There  was,  however,  conflicting  evidence  suggesting 
that  this  largesse  took  quite  a different  form  and  that  it  consisted  of  a much  smaller  coin 
distributed  by  a certain  Rockefeller,  obviously  a punning  allusion  to  an  archaic  stone  idol 
venerated  by  the  populace  (rocky  fellow).  This  man  had  been  an  aspirant  for  the  throne 
in  1964. 

Turning  now  to  the  sociological  aspects  of  the  coinage,  let  us  go  back  to  colonial 
days.  The  New  Jersey  cent  of  1786-1787,  for  example,  clearly  establishes  several  in- 
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controvertible  facts.  The  territory  was  obviously  first  settled  by  horse-raising  Roman 
colonizers  from  Caesarea,  a city  in  Cappadocia,  occupied  by  their  ancestors  in  early  im- 
perial times.  The  horse’s  shaggy  mane  commemorates  the  humanity  and  solicitude  shown 
by  the  colonizers  who  permitted  their  animals  to  grow  their  hair  long  for  warmth  during 
the  bitter  trek  across  Greenland  to  the  North  American  continent.  The  plough  beneath  the 
horse’s  head  is,  of  course,  a patent  indication  that  these  coins  were  struck  in  the  flat 
plains  of  southern  New  Jersey.  The  position  of  the  horse’s  head  high  in  the  field  of  the 

coin  is  aesthetically  reminiscent  of  the  peak  of  Mt.  Argaeus,  a common  reverse  type  at 
Caesarea,  but  a type  no  longer  relevant  to  the  topography  between  Trenton  and  Philadel- 
phia. The  plough  is  also  a subtle  allusion  to  the  peaceful  intentions  of  the  invaders,  who  in 
their  contacts  with  Semites  in  Asia  Minor  had  become  familiar  with  Old  Testament  teach- 
ings (“They  shall  beat  their  swords  into  ploughshares,”  etc.  Isaiah  ii,  4).  It  is  of  interest 
to  note  how  adept  these  Romans  were  in  the  use  of  figurative  language.  A common  type 
on  the  coinage  of  old  Caesarea  is  the  war-like  club.  It  was  an  easy  semantic  transition 
for  them  from  club,  to  sword,  to  plough. 

We  have  established  that  the  New  Jersey  territory  was  originally  settled  by  colonizers 
from  old  Caesarea  who  continued  to  use  a basic  coin  type  indicative  of  their  one  horse 
economy.  These  Roman  migrants  were  also  responsible  for  a contribution  to  American 
national  life  of  the  utmost  value.  The  alert  reader  will  realize  at  once  the  great  importance 
of  the  appearance  of,  “E  PLURIBUS  UNUM”,  both  on  the  Archaic  New  Jersey  piece 
and  the  more  sophisticated  coin  dated  1963.  Without  the  science  of  numismatics  it  would 
be  impossible  to  explain  the  origins  of  this  motto,  so  closely  associated  with  the  cult 
worship  of  the  deified  Lincoln  in  his  columned  temple  shown  on  the  cent  discussed  earlier 
in  this  paper.  Many,  if  not  all,  of  the  natives  of  our  own  State  of  New  Jersey,  then,  can 
proudly  claim  direct  descent  from  the  sturdy  and  democratic  citizens  of  Ancient  Rome. 
As  soon  as  this  fact  is  more  widely  recognized  it  is  more  than  likely  that  a powerful 
organization  of  priestesses  will  be  founded  whose  power  will  overmatch  that  of  the 
present  group  which  bases  its  religion  on  Colonial  ancestor  worship. 

One  other  category  of  coinage  will  suffice  to  demonstrate  how  fertile  are  the 
possible  fields  of  Archeological  research  in  American  numismatics.  Consider  the  social 
and  cultural  chaos  beginning  in  1892  and  reaching  its  culmination  in  the  1920’s  and  1930  s, 
as  reflected  in  the  history  of  the  half  dollar.  In  1892  Italian  partisans  attempted  to  take 
over  the  country  in  the  name  of  Christopher  Columbus.  Advances  in  transportation, 
which  had  made  spectacular  strides  forward  in  the  19th  century,  were  dramatically 
halted,  and  various  reactionary  hyphenated  American  groups,  such  as  the  Swedes  in 
Delaware,  the  Huguenots  and  Walloons  in  New  Netherlands,  and  the  Pilgrims  in  Massa- 
chusetts, discarded  steam  in  favor  of  the  old-fashioned  sail.  Despite  the  introduction  of 
the  iron  horse  nearly  a hundred  years  earlier,  settlers  bound  for  the  west  coast  by  way 
of  the  Oregon  Trail,  in  the  years  1926  to  1939,  had  to  lumber  along  toward  the  setting 
sun  in  covered  wagons.  The  Union,  forged  in  the  18th  century  and  preserved  at  such 
bitter  cost  in  the  1860’s,  was  once  again  in  danger  of  dissolution  when  isolated  and  rela- 
tively powerless  states  (Iowa  and  Maine),  and  even  obscure  towns  (Lynchburg  and 
New  Rochelle),  asserted  their  independence  by  striking  their  own  coinage.  Indeed  rugged 
individualism  became  so  uncurbed  that  P.  T.  Barnum,  a famous  circus  entrepreneur,  was 
permitted  to  commemorate  his  tame  stylized  eagle  on  a half  dollar  of  Bridgeport,  Con- 
necticut, and  the  effigy  of  Senator  Robinson  of  Arkansas  was  placed  on  the  obverse 
of  another  half  dollar  where  the  portrait  of  the  Matriarchal  Ruler  used  to  be. 

Let  us  hope  that  these  few  examples  will  serve  to  widen  the  perspective  of  my 
readers  and  stimulate  further  research  into  the  question  of  the  much  neglected  role  of 
American  numismatics,  archeology-wise.

POLAND 

The  integral  money  of  account  is  the  zloty,  divided  into  30  groszy.  — From  1795 
to  1815  the  coinage  received  little  attention.  In  the  latter  year,  by  an  ukase  of  the 
Emperor  Alexander,  a new  series  of  gold  and  silver  coins  was  ordered,  viz. : in  gold, 
the  zloty  krolewski  (royal  zloty),  equal  to  25  silver  zl.  or  3j4  roubles  of  Russia;  also, 
the  double  of  this  coin,  at  the  same  proportions.  In  silver,  there  were  the  pieces  of  five, 
two  and  one  zloty,  and  for  small  coins,  the  pieces  of  ten  and  five  groszy.  In  1820  the 
denomination  of  10  zlot.  was  added;  this  is  the  largest  silver  coin.  By  an  ukase  of  1834, 
the  gold  piece  of  three  roubles  was  made  current  in  Poland  at  twenty  zlot.;  and  pieces 
of  ten  and  five  slot,  in  silver  were  coined,  respectively  equal  to  1 U>  and  % roubles  of 
Russia,  and  designed  for  circulation  in  both  countries.

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THE  LONGACRE  NOTEBOOK  — A NUMISMATIC  FIND

To  some  Collectors  the  Flying  Eagle  Cent  brings  to  mind  an  important  date.  The 
first  specimens  combine  a degree  of  rarity  and  mystery  that  makes  them  desirable. 
A satisfactory  explanation  for  the  coins  dated  1856  has  been  provided  only  in  recent 
years.  But  it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  the  story  here.  We  are  more  immediately 
concerned  with  the  design  of  a coin  considered  by  Numismatists  and  Collectors  to  be 
one  of  the  most  attractive  ever  to  be  regularly  issued  by  the  United  States.  The  credit 
for  the  design  is  usually  given  to  James  B.  Longacre,  who  served  as  engraver  at  the 
Mint  in  Philadelphia  from  1844  until  his  death  on  January  1,  1869.  But  like  so  much  else 
concerned  with  U.  S.  coins,  the  Flying  Eagle  cent  aroused  controversy  in  its  day.  Only 
after  it  ceased  to  be  current  and  familiar  did  it  reach  its  present  eminence  in  the  affec- 
tions of  the  collecting  fraternity.  Very  reliable  echoes  of  that  controversy  have  recently 
come  to  light  in  the  form  of  a small  black  notebook  kept  by  Longacre  himself,  in  which

he  makes  brief  comments  upon  the  reception  given  by  the  public  to  his  coin.  Discovered 
by  Stack’s  Numismatists  in  New  York,  the  notebook  has  been  presented  by  them  to  the 
Smithsonian  Institution. 

Before  quoting  Longacre’s  remarks  about  the  Cent  a few  observations  on  the 
design  itself  are  in  order.  Over  the  last  century  and  a half  there  has  been  a marked 
change  in  the  customs  affecting  coin  designs  and  the  production  of  coin  dies.  At  one 
time  the  actual  engravers  at  the  Mint  were  also  designers  of  the  coinage.  The  names  of 
Jean  Warin,  who  produced  the  magnificent  milled  series  of  Louis  XIII,  Thomas  Simon, 
author  of  the  famous  Petition  Crown,  Benedetto  Pistrucci  and  the  Wyons  are  familiar 
to  most  Collectors.  Many  of  these  early  die  cutters  were  also  artists  of  distinction  in 
other  media  as  well.  When  the  introduction  qf  the  reducing  machine  permitted  the 
mechanical  reproduction  of  dies,  the  craft  of  the  original  artist-die  cutter  underwent 
a slow  eclipse.  The  thoroughly  modern  practice  is  probably  best  exemplified  by  Augustus 
St.  Gaudens,  a sculptor  of  great  merit  who,  nevertheless,  suffered  severe  frustrations  in 
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making  his  designs  for  the  last  types  of  U.  S.  Gold  Coins  because  he  was  not  acquainted 
with  the  professional  techniques  of  the  true  medalist,  or  numismatic  engraver. 

If  we  accept  Warin  and  Pistrucci  as  representing  one  extreme  and  St.  Gaudens  the 
other,  there  is  still  room  in  between  these  giants  for  what,  for  the  sake  of  convenience, 
we  will  call  the  transitional  numismatic  artist.  It  is  into  this  class,  I think,  that  we  can 
safely  place  James  B.  Longacre.  Whether  he  can  be  called  a “Great  Artist”,  with  all 
the  solemnity  those  words  are  supposed  to  inspire  today,  is  open  to  discussion.  Let  it 
suffice  to  say  that  the  writer  finds  him  a satisfactory  and  superbly  competent  engraver 
of  coin  dies.  In  addition  it  is  quite  possible  that  his  Double  Eagle,  when  compared 
with  the  low  relief  version  of  the  St.  Gaudens  design,  will  be  considered  the  better  of  the 
two.  Be  that  as  it  may,  we  are  concerned  here  with  his  contribution  to  the  Flying  Eagle 
Cent  of  1856  and  1857.  The  fine  but  rather  un-heraldic  bird  was  created  by  the  painter 
Titian  Peale  whose  father,  Charles  Wilson  Peale,  was  one  of  those  early  American  brush- 
men  still  known  to  posterity  because  of  the  assiduity  with  which  he  fed  the  unsalable 
demands  for  portraits  of  Washington.  It  was  first  copied  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  another 
mint  engraver,  for  the  well-known  patterns  of  the  Dollar  in  the  1830’s.  Then  it  met  with 
favor  in  the  eyes  of  James  Ross  Snowden,  Director  of  the  mint,  when  he  decided  that  the 
old  large  copper  cents  had  to  be  replaced  by  something  handier  and  less  bulky. 

No  sooner  had  the  new  Flying  Eagle  Cent  been  authorized  by  Congress  on  February 
21,  1857,  than  the  fur  began  to  fly.  Probably  the  most  balanced  opinion  was  expressed  by 
the  cartoon  which  appeared  in  Harper’s  Weekly  on  the  same  day.  Entitled,  “Brother 
Jonathan’s  New  Baby”,  it  shows  the  parents  happily  admiring  a round  little  Flying  Eagle, 
while  the  neglected  large  Cent  stands  off  to  one  side  weeping.  But  this  was  before  the 
public  was  familiar  with  the  piece.  The  response  makes  amazing  reading  today.  The 
comments  in  the  issue  of  “Life  Illustrated”  of  June  27,  1857,  quoting  an  earlier  contri- 
bution to  the  “Albany  Journal”,  are  probably  fairly  representative  of  the  general  reaction. 
The  light  color  was  described  as  “like  copper  counterfeiting  pinchbeck  and  blushing  at 
being  caught  in  the  cheat”.  When  we  remember  that  pinchbeck  was  a yellow  metal  alloy 
thought  to  resemble  gold  and  used  in  cheap  jewelry,  the  cutting  nature  of  the  comparison 
becomes  quite  clear.  The  complaint  even  was  made  that,  “children  swallow  it,  with  great 
consequent  irritation  to  the  stomach  and  the  bowels”.  The  Cent  seemed  to  demonstrate 
what  is  really  an  old  American  characteristic  best  summed  up  in  a recent  comment  by 
the  present  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  when  he  said,  “One  fifth  of  the 
people  are  against  everything  all  the  time”. 

Objections  to  the  size  of  the  coin,  the  danger  it  presented  to  innocent  children  and 
the  nature  of  the  metal,  were  hardly  likely  to  concern  James  B.  Longacre.  These  matters 

were  none  of  his  affair  and  he  was  not  responsible  in  any  way  for  them.  But  when  the 

design  and  the  execution  of  the  design  were  criticised,  it  was  altogether  different.  The 
bird  was  referred  to  as  “the  ambiguous  figure  which  the  mint  officers  interpret  to  mean 
a flying  eagle,  but  which,  to  the  uninstructed  resembles  a table  napkin,  or  a pen  wiper 
got  up  for  sale  at  a fancy  fair”.  The  elegance  of  the  die  cutting  in  low  relief  also  came 
in  for  some  hard  knocks.  Here  Longacre  was  unable  to  sit  on  the  side  lines  unmoved. 
As  he  said,  “The  issue  of  the  new  cent  has  given  occasion  to  the  numismatic  critics  great 
and  small  for  a pretty  elaborate  display  of  their  abilities”.  He  was  hurt  and  confided 

his  views  to  the  little  black  notebook,  now  happily  safe  in  the  hands  of  the  U.  S. 

National  Museum.  The  very  human  reactions  of  the  engraver  are  in  themselves  an 
interesting  insight  into  the  creation  of  one  of  our  best  known  coins  and  throw  a certain 
light  on  the  problems  which  have  to  be  overcome  in  making  any  coin.  His  own  words 
are  quoted  here  in  full  for  the  benefit  and  numismatic  instruction  of  our  readers. 
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James  B.  Longacre  on  the  Flying  Eagle  Cent 


“The  designs  upon  coins  have  never  been  adopted  except  with  the  concurrence  and 
approval  of  the  Executive  authority  (an  authority  certainly  entitled  to  as  much  respect, 
as  any  anonymous  newspaper  criticism),  the  law  requiring  this  sanction.  In  every  in- 


stance they  have  been  decided  upon,  only  after  mature  consideration  and  careful  ex- 
periment. The  execution  of  the  work,  must  necessarily  conform  to  the  limitations  and 
exigencies  of  the  processes  employed  in  the  coinage;  which  are  peculiar  and  essentially 
different  from  any  other  employment  of  metal  . . . (illegible). 
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There  were  considerations  of  more  weight,  to  be  regarded,  in  getting  out  the  coin 
in  question,  than  the  mere  artistic  arrangement  that  might  otherwise  have  been  pre- 
ferred— one  of  which  was  to  make  it  readily  distinguishable  from  the  other  denomina- 
tions to  which  it  approximated  in  size : The  peculiar  and  unusual  position  of  the  Eagle 
on  the  obverse,  had  this  recommendation : although  well  aware  that  the  position  was 

not  a favourable  one  of  the  low  relief  required  in  the  coinage : the  design  was  prepared 
by  a naturalist  and  artist,  some  years  before,  from  the  national  bird  itself : and  copied 
in  relief  for  an  experimental  coin;  as  such  it  had  been  regarded  with  interest  by  persons 
of  intelligence  and  science  who  had  seen  it  and  the  wish  frequently  expressed  that  an 
opportunity  might  be  present  for  introducing  it  on  the  coin : it  was  engraved  at  first 
as  an  experiment  pretty  extensively  shown  and  authoritatively  approved  before  it  was 
adopted. 

It  is  but  just  to  the  Engraver  to  say  that  it  was  neither  designed  nor  originally 
selected  by  him.  The  issue  of  the  new  cent,  has  given  occasion  to  the  numismatic  critics 
great  and  small,  for  a pretty  elaborate  display  of  their  abilities  : They  are  mostly  severe 
upon  the  Eagle  on  the  obverse:  The  very  unusual  position  in  which  it  is  presented; 
certainly  not  the  most  favourable  for  a representation  in  relief : seems  to  have  carried  a 
prejudice  against  the  whole  design:  This  we  think  is  rather  too  sweeping;  it  is  not  the 
point  of  view  in  which  we  have  been  accustomed  to  see  our  national  bird  on  pictures, 
and  signs  - and  carved  images : and  yet  it  has  been  undoubtedly  taken  from  a veritable 
specimen  : seen  sideways  and  low : it  wants  the  display  of  pinion  with  which  its  place 
in  our  federal  heraldry  has  always  been  associated : and  this  can  hardly  be  compensated 
by  any  ingenuity  of  execution : There  is  one  advantage  however  /sic/  in  this  design, 
which  though  not  an  artistic  recommendation,  is  perhaps  of  greater  practical  value,  in 
the  every  day  uses  of  the  coin;  and  that  is  its  singularity  and  novelty  as  a device; 
preventing  as  it  must  the  possibility  of  mistaking  it  under  the  slightest  observation  from 
(for?)  any  other  coin:  which  from  the  colour  of  the  metal  without  this  distinguishing 
trait  would  be  found  a serious  disadvantage  in  the  rapid  exchanges  inevitably  consequent 
upon  the  circulation  of  a coin  of  this  low  denomination.” 


ADDITIONAL  COMMENTS  ABOUT  THE  FLYING  EAGLE  CENT 

This  design  of  the  Flying  Eagle  was  selected  by  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  James 
Ross  Snowden  of  Pennsylvania,  with  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
Hon.  James  Guthrie  of  Kentucky,  as  prescribed  by  law. 

It  must  have  been  popular  with  the  public  in  some  localities,  as  shown  by  this 
quotation  from  The  Buffalo  Commercial  Advertiser  of  January  8,  1857 : “The  editor  of 
the  Providence,  R.  I.  Journal  has  been  permitted  to  see  one  of  the  new  cents  just  struck 
off  at  the  mint.  He  describes  it  as  a little  larger  than  a dime,  and  nearly  twice  as  thick. 
On  one  side  is  a flying  eagle,  with  the  inscription  ‘United  States  of  America,  1856,’ 
around  the  circle : On  the  other  is  ‘One  Cent’  within  a wreath.  It  is  altogether  the  hand- 
somest coin  of  so  low  a denomination  that  we  have  ever  seen.” 

A well-known  correspondent  writes  : “the  issue  of  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cents  virtually 
started  coin  collecting  in  this  country.  There  were  a few  great  coin  collectors  before  that 
time,  but  not  many,  and  then  they  started.” 

In  conclusion : let  no  one  be  dismayed  at  the  inflationary  prices  shown  these  days 
for  coins.  Only  recently,  a fine  1856  Eagle  cent  changed  hands  at  exactly  face  value,  and 
that  happened  right  here  in  New  York  State  of  all  places.  The  seller  said  he  paid  only 
one  cent  for  it  many  years  ago  and  that  was  all  he  wanted  now.  Beat  that,  if  you  can  !
